THE REBELLIOUS CREEKS. 


Armed Bands Are Moving on the 
Capital—Prettyman Doomed. 
1ssociated Press dLeased-wire Service. 

ST. LOUIS, ‘Mav 22.—A special to the 
Post- Dispatch from Eufalau, Okla., says 
that the Creek Nation is in a state ‘of in- 
surrection against the tribal heads of the 
government. Armed bands are moving 
on Okmulgee, the capital, from different 
parts of the nation. Misappropriations by 
the heads of the government of the Creek 
Nation funds that were to have been paid 
out on a per capita basis is the alleged rea- 
son for this uprising. 

Esparbeechee, who led the insurrection 
of 1883, is said to be at the head of the 
present trouble. The council of the Creek 
Nation is in session 4 and the 
insurgents say that they will see that the 
council investigates the matter. It is said 
to be the intention to compel Chief L. C. 
Prettyman to resign. and set up Potulke 
Amartheler, the second chief, in his stead. 


NOT TO BLAME. 


Gets Tardy Justice.

LAS VEGAS (N. M.,) May 22.—Fifteen 
years azo Serapio Romero, postmaster at 
Las Vegas, received instructions from the 
Postal Department to place the office in 
charge of one Miller, his clerk, and go 
with two inspectors as guide and inter- 
preter to look after star-route fraude in 
the northern part of the Territory. Romero 
did so, the trip lasting two months. Miller 
embezzled $1180 of money-order funds and 
fled to South America, his beautiful wife 
becoming a woman of the town. Romero 
was compelled to make good the shortaze.

A Brigantine Boarded 
and Looted. 


Exciting Experience in the 
Mediterranean. 


Savage Moors Attack the Anna of 
Old Pekela, Holland, and 
Kill the Captain. 


The Mate Shot in Several Places— 
The Sailors Are Stripped of 
Their Clothing by the 
Buccaneers. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) A stirring tale of the sea comes 
to the State Department in a dispatch 
from Richard Sprague, the young United 
States Consul at Gibraltar, under date of 
May 2. The story is more surprising be- 
cause the events occurred in well-traveled 
waters in the Mediterranean. 

On the afternoon of April 30 the steam 
tue Hercules towed into Gibraltar the 
brigantine Anna, which has been flying 
signals of distress off Europe Point. The 
experience of the Anna, according to the 
story told by her crew, recalls the worst 
days of piracy. On March 19 she set sail 
from Bari, a port in the Adriatic, with coal, 
and on April 25 she became becalmed 
seven miles from shore in Alhucemas 
Bay, in the Riff country, between Melilla 
ahd Ceuta. She was manned by a captain, 
mate, three seamen and a cook. That aft- 
ernoon a boat approached from shore 
manned by eight Moors. They were sav- 
age-looking fellows, stripped naked to the 
waist, with heads entirely shaved except 
a long tuft on top. Breech-loading rifles 
and long knives were their arms. 

When within hefiing distance, the Moors 
called in Spanish to low and, on 
4 refusal, began firing on the veecel. As 
the boat came alongside, the crew armed 
themselves with hatchets and crowbars, 
and one of the Moors, who attempted to 
board, was struck down by the mate with 
a blow from a crowbar. A volley was re- 
turned and the mute fied. Seizing a re- 
volver, the only firearm on board, Capt. 
Velvis began to use it on the pirates, but 
had fired only one ehot when he was 
wounded in the hand. 

Meanwhile, the wounded mate proceeded 
aft, where he was fired on and fell. Four 
bullets entered his body.

within sight, no attention was paid. 

On the third morning the captain died, 
and after many hardships the Anna was 
sighted April 30 by the Hercules and 
brought into harbor. The mate, who had 
deen badly wounded in both thighs, in the 
abdomen and right hand, was taken to the 
hospital in a critical condition. The Ann4 
hailed from Old Pekela in Holland, where 
the captain and mate resided. The consul 
for the Netherlands at Gibraltar is inves- 
tigating the outrage.

It was reported here yesterday after - 
noon that Big Jim’s band of Kickapoos 
had been in counsel on the Deep Fork 
since Sunday night, talking about the com- 
ing of the settlers. The man who brought 
the re in said they were all armed 
with inchesters, and had plenty of am- 
munition, and numbered about one hun- 
dred and fifty braves aud squaws. The 
story is laughed at, but Marshal Nix said 
they might make trouble, and he has wired 
for instructions. Settlers are forming along 
the west bank of the North Canadian 
River from Sweeney's bridge south for two 
miles, and the woods are full of camps. It 
is estimated that at least ten thousand 
men will make the run from that line, run 
two miles across the Kickapoo allotments 
and meet the runners from the south. 
When the two bodies get together trouble 
is predicted. 

The streets of Oklahoma City resemble 
those of Arkansas City just prior to the 
opening of the Cherokee Strip.

"LOS ANGELES” WANTED. 


The Cripple Creek Robber Traced 
into California.

DENVER, May 22.—The detectives of 
the Wells-Fargo Express Company, as well 
as the police, are searching for James Mc- 
Donald, alias Los Angeles. The police 
want him for the murder of Detective 
Moore, and the express company for the 
Cripple Creek stage-robbery. Definite in- 
formation has lately been obtained that 
Los Angeles“ was one of the gang which 
held up the Wells-Fargo wagon at Cripple 
Creek and carried away $16,000. On May 
16, Los Angeles was seen in San Fran- 
cisco in a saloon on Kearney street.

UNCLE SAM. 


Her Relations With Leading Euro- 
pean Powers Suspended Because - 
of a "Give-away” Note— 
She Now Relents.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The United 
States has again been asked to act as in- 
termediary in an international complica- 
tion. This time the trouble is between 
France and Venezuela, resulting in a com- 
plete termination of diplomatic relations 
between them. The French Minister at 
Caracas recently was given his passports, 
whereupon France sent two warships to 
take away her Minister and all the legation 
archives. At the same time France handed 
to the Venezuelan Minister at Parts his 
passports and he summarily departed. 

The request for the mediation of the 
United States is made by the Venezuelan 
government through its Minister at Wash- 
ington, Senor Andrade. He was instructed 
by the Venezuelan Minister of Foreigr 
Affairs, a short while ago, to request that 
United States Ambassador Eustis at Paris 
be asked to act as intermediary in restor- 
ing friendly relations between the two 
countries. The United States Legation at 
Caracas was also notified of the desire cf 
the Venezuelan government, and sent a 
recommendation to the State Department 
that the office of intermediary be accep: -d. 
The department officials will not discuss 
the matter, and it cannot be ascertained 
whether or not instructions have been sent 
to Ambassador Eustis. Should this coun- 
try undertake the reconciliation, it will 
make two questions in which our officials 
are intermediaries with European powers 
in behalf of Venezuela. Ambassador Bay- 
ard is already engaged in effecting a solu- 
tion of the British-Venezuela question.

FAR-REACHING EFFECT OF THE 
INCOME-TAX DECISION.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The officials 
of the internal revenue office have been 
tcoking Into the subject of a return of 
money collected under the operations of 
the income-tax law before i was repealed 
m 1872. The act remained on the statute 


During the twelve years the total colbec- 
tions under the law aggregated $346,- 
980,000. The exemption was $600 per an- 
num. The greatest amount collected in 
any che year wus in 1866, when the collec- 
tors of tniternial revenue returned $73,000,- 
000.

KNOCKS OUT THE REVENUE LAWS. 

KNOXVILLE (Tenn.,) May 22.— The 
startling announcement is made by Col. 
Noble Smithson, a Knoxville attorney who 
haz had much practice before the United 
States Supreme Court, that the decision 
on the income tax Mis also killed the in- 
ternal revenue laws. In a carofully-pre- 
pared opinion Col. Smithson says: 

“Justice Fuller in his opinion says 
that the Constitution divides Federal tax- 
ation into two classes; first, direct taxes, 
and, second, imports and excises, and that 
direct taxes must de apportioned among 
the several States in proportion to their 
representation in the House of Represen- 
tatives. The apparently logical result of 
this opinion is that all Federal taxes ex- 
cept duties on importations, that is to 
say taxes collected under the tariff, must 
be apporticned among the States ac- 
cording to their representation in the 
House of Representatives. The act of 
August 27, 1894, (the Wilson dil.) sec. 48, 
provides: There shall be levied and col- 
lected on all distilled spirits, etc., a tax 
of $1.10 on each proof gallon.’ The statutes 
of the United States levy a tax of 6 
cents a pound on tobacco, etc. It see 
clear, according to this opinion of the 
Chief Justice, that they are direct taxes 
on personal property and, not being pro- 
portioned among the several States ac- 
cording to representation, they are uncon- 
stitutional and void. 

“If this view be correct, the Supreme 
Court has not only wiped out the income 
tax, but has practically repealed the in- 
ternal revenue as it affects tobacco, 
whisky, brandy, etc. If this construction 
of the opinion de correct, all direct taxes 
including those on real estate and per- 
sonal property, must be levied according 
to representation, so that the rich people 
of New York, Massachusetts and other 
Eastern States will pay no more tax per 
capita than the poor people of the West- 
ern and Southern States. Of course, 
this is not to be thought of. It would 
result that practically all revenues to 
support the government must be raised 
by duties on imports and, instead of re- 
ducing the tariff, it will necessarily in- 
crease it materially.“

WASHINGTON, May 22.— Under date ot 


April 8 Minister Denby wroté a letter to 
Secretary Gresham concerning the trade of 
China.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 22.—A big suit, 
involving the Laguna de Tache, or King’s 
River, ranch in Fresno and Tulare coun- 
ties, comprising 8000 acres, has been begun 
in the Superior Court here. It is brought 
by the United Trust (limited,) the Liver- 
pool Mortgage Insurance Company, the Na- 
tional Insurance and Guarantee Corpora- 
tion (limited,) and the Canadian and 
American Mortgage and Trust Company 
(limited,) against the Fresno Canal apd 
Irrigation Company, asking for a restrain- 
ing order to prevent the sale of any prop- 
erty alluded to in the complaint, and the 
setting aside of deeds and mortgages, 
which are declared fraudulent. 

The principal point of the litigation is 
in the charges made by 8. J. Menzies, who 
came to this country in 1890 as an agent 
of the English companies, and who is now 
charged with being too much of a financier 
to be successfully held down by his em- 
ployers. In 1890 Menzies was sent to Call- 
fornia by the English corporation o Icok 
into the Fresno Canal and Irrigation Com- 
pany and report upon the desirability of 
buying its bonds. Menzies made a favor- 
able report, and the trust company teok 
$1,000,000 worth of bonds. Meantime Men- 
gies purchased on his own account an in- 
terest in the irrigation company, and the 
proceeds from the bonds which were sold to 
the trust company were uted in purchasing 
the Laguna de Tache ranch for the irriga- 
tion company. 

In giving the trust company security 
for the bonds Menzies did not include the 
Laguna de Tache ranch among the assets 
of the irrigation company. The trust com- 
pany, however, discovered that without 
the Laguna de Tache ranch the security 
given by the irrigation company is not 
sufficient to cover the $1,000,000 worth of 
bonds and now they are suing to have 
the ranch made part of the security for

Seminary in New York had done a wrong 
to the church in taking out property which 
really belonged to the church.

@ few years ago. Advertising has become 
80 general that publishers of newspapers 
and-other periodicals can afford to, and 
in many cases do, sell their publications 
at less than the actual cost of the paper 
and press work, making up the loss from 
the large amount of high-priced advertis- 
ing which the circulation of their publi- 
cation brings them. At the same time it 
is @carcely to be expected—it is not de- 
lieved dy those who have given the sub- 
ject close thought—that the newspaper will 
Hecome much larger than it is at present. 
Already there is much complaint from a 
Considerable portion of the reading pub- 
lic about the bulky nature of the great 
Sheets which are presented to readers on 
Sundays by the leading newspapers of 


Louis, and other ‘cities. It is no uncom- 
mon thing for these papers to 38 
forty-eight pages of matter, printed gen- 
erally in small type. Then, of late, it 
Mas become the fashion of some of these 
Papers to add a cover printed in colors, 
wo that altugether such a newspaper is 
gute a fair-sized parcel for a man to 
carry dome, not to speak of the task of 
Wading through it and picking out such 
articles as de is interested in.

THE. SILVER CRAZE. 


Coombs’s Strong Argument 
for Honest Money. 


Make no Concession at All—Already 
Too Much Has Been Sacrificed 
for the White Metal. 


To Continue Its Coinage Means Na- 
tional Dishonesty — Currency 
Laws Need Revision--Must 
be Wisely Amended. 


Ex-Congressman William J. Coombs, 
when asked by the Washington correspond- 
ent of the Brooklyn Eagle for his views in 
regard to the present free-silver agitation 
in the West and South, raid: 

“The crusade in behalf of the free coin- 
age of silver has some peculiar features 
that are deserving of comment. It is 
claimed thet a majority of our people want 
silver, und resent the discontinuance of its 
colmage. I find: nothing to justify this 
claim, but, on the contrary, find that dur- 
ing the last four or five years, in which 
thé silver contest has been the hottest, 
there has been a growing indisposition cn 
the part of the people to use it as a me- 
dium of exchange in their daily trans- 
actions. This can best be illustrated by 
the following comparison taken from the 
reports of the Treasury Department: We 
find that in 1890, when the total coinage of 
silver dollars was about 381,000,000, there 


were in actual circulation among the peo- — 


ple over $65,000,000, while at the present 
time, when the coinage has been increased 
to nearly $423,000,000, there is a little less 
than $54,000,000 in circulation, a decrease 
of more than $11,000,000. In 1890 the per- 
centage of coined dollars in circulation 
was about 17% per cent., while today it is 
only 12% per cent. This falling-off has not 
been due to any lack of effort on the part 
of the government to increase the circula- 
tion, for the Treasury Department has at 
all times stood ready to pay the freight 
on the silver to any point in the United 
States. In fact, large sums have ex- 
that purpose. 
“In the meantime the ent 

also expended immense various 
ways to maintain the parity between gold 
and silver, and has maintained it up to the 
presemt time. The claim, therefore, 

our stoppage of coining has limited its cir- 
culation must fall to the ground. We have 
coined eight times as much as the 
will take, and in order to make che other 
seven-eighths available for the purposes of 
the government, have been dbliged to re- 
sort to the expedient of issuimg silver cer- 
tificates for the dollars that the people re- 
fused to tale into circulation. If you want 
an object Jesson go to the treasury and see 
the vault full of the coin that 
the people have rejected. I was there a 
few days ago and waw that in order to 
prevent the walle of the vault from burst- 
ing open, they had been obliged to brace 
them the outside. Why—think of it— 
the government has stored up in the treas- 
ury at Washin and in the various sub- 
treasuries of country, over 369,000,000 
silver dollars, which it holds awaiting 
the demand for silver that we hear so 
much about. In addftion to the coined dol- 
lars we have silver bullion that cost us 
more than $124,000,000 that can be coined

page of coinage has had the effect of low- 
ering the price of wheat, cotton or any 
other of our products has no foundation 
whatever. The long array of figures and 
tabulations designed to prove the contrary 
are found to be worthless and misleading 
‘in face of the fact that we dave coined 
eight times as much silver as we .can 
circulate. No one in his.genses will claim 
that the further coining of Silver dollars 
and storing them up in the mints or treas- 
ury can have any possible effect in the 
way of increasing the price of our prod- 
ucts. Whatever the effect of the action of 
other countries in this matter may have 
we certainly have had no share 


it. 

“I do not believe that there is any es- 
tablished relation between the prices of 
wheat and cotton and silver; all three are 
governed by the laws of supply and de- 
mand, and are influenced by the con- 
stantly changing conditions that govern 
the world. In the misleading statement 
issued by the etiver propaganda by which 
it attempts to show that the lowering of 
the prices of silver has had the effect of 
lowering in a corresponding degree the 
prices cf wheat and cotton, and which 
they illustrate by. parallel columns, they 
ignore every other of the forces that have 
influenced the world during the last gener- 
ation. Let us see what they are: The ex- 
tending of the area of productions, caused 
by the building of railroads, and not only 
in our country, but in India, the Argen- 
tines and Chile as well as the opening of 
the Suez Canal. The pening effect 
of competition not only in freight, but in 
the production of the article itself. The 
invention and application of labor-saving 
machinery of all kinds. ‘The improve- 
ments in the epplicationm of steam and 
electricity. The tendency to over-produc- 
tion. All of these considerations, which 
should enter into any argument that was

One can hardly escape the conclusion 
that the intention to mislead ts deliber- 
ate, and, considering the t interests 
involved, devilish. I feel ogizin 
for paying any attention to them, 
would ignore them only I see the effect 
they are having upon the people. 

“The great mistake was made when we 
by the act of August, 1886, resorted to the 
plan of issuing certificates in order to 
make available the 93,000,000 silver dollars 
at that time in the treasury, when it 
was found that the people would not 
take them into circulation. If that had 
not been done it would have soon beeome 
apparent to the dullest intellect that 
silver ‘had lost its bold upon the regard 
of the people; it would have been obliged 
to stand or fall upon its own merits. When 
we decided to issue them we added another 
factor to the complicated problem of our 
national currency, by reviving in a new 
and:stronger form the old theory of green- 
backism. 

“The contest today In the minds of the 
people is not so much for silver as it is 


paper. The silver producers are skill- 
fully uniting their Interests with those 
of the old greenback party. In proof of 
this assertion let us examine into what 
they propose to have the government do. 
Their tion is that the holder of 
silver bullion, whether he be a speculator 
or producer, shall have the right to take 
to any mint of the United States 71 
grains of fine silver, worth in the open 
market less than 50 cents, and demand 
therefor a silver dollar, bearing upon its 
face the stamp of the government, certi- 
fying that it is worth a dollar. This dol- 
lar he can receive from the mint and 
pay to his neighbor, to Whom he is in- 
debted, at its face value. If he finds this 
inconvenient he can disguise the fraudu. 
lent transaction by Gepositing it with the 
Treasurer of the United States and re- 
ceive in its place a silver certificate, 
which his experience has taught him is 
more easily disposed of than the silver 
dollar itself—the dollars remain in the 
treasury, while the certificate of the United

“Yes. This, I believe, can be easily ef- 
fected by a change in our banking laws 
and by giving the right to establish State 
banks of issue under proper coriditions 
governing the security of such issues. I 
would not make it obligatory upon such 
banks to redeem their bills in Washing- 
ton, or at any of the financial centers. 
Their circulation would then be pfac- 
tically confined to their own immediate 
neighborhood or State, and assist in car- 
rying on the home industries. I believe 
that such banks could exist alongside of 
the national banks without serious injury 
to that system, for they would profit by 
the er circulation of their paper, 
and Would naturally, on account of their 
Wnnections,; become their medium for dis- 
tant transactions. There is one thing 
that we must recognize, and that is that 
the conditions existing at the time of 
the establishment of our present banking 
system no longer prevail, and that it 
must be adjusted to meet the demands 
of the new order of things. We have too 
long ignored the demands of the West 
and South for such a change in our sys- 
tem as will give them a better chahce to 
secure their proper share of the circu- 
lation of currency. We may say that 
there is sufficient bank circulation for 
the wants of the country and may thor- 
oughly believe it. But they know their 
wants better than we do, and a persis- 
tence on our part will continue to do as 
it already has done, excite sectional jeal- 
ousies and foster the growth of rank 
financial heresies. Although on the sur- 
face the present movement seems to be 
in the direction of greater interference 
‘on the part of government jn the matter 
of currency, I think that 1, discover that 
the underlying motive is @ résentment at 
the part it has taken in controlling the 
details of financial matters that under nor- 
mal conditions should have been left to 
the machinery of commerce; at all events 
it is a legitimate result of it. We have 
not been satisfied to legislate upon broad 
line within which automatic action might 
have existed, but have brought the strong 
hand of government into every detail.

OIL. WELLS DECLARED NOT A NUIS-

An interesting opinion has been ren- 
dered. by Judge McKinley in a case in 
volving the operation of the oil wells in 
this city. The case in point was brought 
against George H. Smith, who is alleged 
to be guilty of contempt in committing 
a violation of a restraining order made in 
the action of Sprague vs. the Far West 
Oil Company, Smith having acted as agent 
for the oil company in boring a well 

roperty adjacent to the grounds of 


upon p 
the plaintiff. 

e complaint sets forth that great 
annoyance d been suffered by the ten- 
ants of Sprague’s property as the result 
of the smoke, smell and noise incident to 
the boring and operation of the well. 

As the decision in the case would af- 
fect a la number of the oil wells, 
Judge McKinley considered it of sufficient 
importance to warrant a persona) inspec- 
tion of the premises dy himself. 

The result of the Judge’s visit is seen 
in his opinion set forth, which states 
that, while absolute quietude is impos- 
sible in any city and should not be ex- 
pected by its residents, he finds the oil 
well complained of to be operated with 
the most improved machinery, making 
a very slight noise and practically no 
smoke and smell. 

While the evidence is declared insuffi- 
cient to show that the respondent is guilty 
of contempt, it is yet noted that there 
are other wells, the manner of whose oper- 
ation is such that should action be 
brought against them as a nuisance by 
adjacent residents, the court would de in- 
clined to give them the benefit of any 
doubt in the case. 

The court will enforce the restraining 
order very strictly against those who do 
not take every precaution to avoid ob- 
jectionable features of thé business, such 
as the use of noisy and poorly-constructed 
machinery; sharpening of tools and other 
blacksmithing and hammering work at 
night, the careless handling of waste, 
and all features of the business that con- 
tribute to make the same a nuisance and 
a menace to the comfort and health of 
the community. .

We drafted a bill to regulate the prac- 
tice of architecture, which was presented 
to the Legislature and ably supported and 
debated before the committees by our rep- 
resentative, J. N. Preston, who made two 
trips to the North in he interest of this 
Dill, one confer with the architects of 
San Francisco and the northern part of 
the State, which led to the adop of the 
bill by the San Francisco chapter and its 
presentation to the Legislature, as receiv- 
ing the unanimous support of the whole 


‘body of architects of the State: while his 


second trip made was, as before stated, to 
present and champion the bill before the 
committees to whom it was referred. The 
results of his lebors were a favorable re- 
port from the Judiciary Committee of the 
Assembly, to wnom the bill had been re- 
meres. the Senate Committee on 


ceived; that is to say, the committee did 
not recommend that the bill ‘do pass,’ but 
sent it back to the Senate without recom- 
mendation. Mr. Preston being unable to 
devote more. time to the cause, at that 
date returned home, and upon his return 
and meeting with the chapter, he urged 
the absolute necessity of having at the 
capital some one who was familiar with 
the bill and interested in its passage. 
Upon the solicitation of the members of 
the chapter I went to Sacramento, and, by 
making concessions and submitting to 
amendments, managed to get the bill re- 
referred from the Senate to the commit- 
tee who rted back that the bill ‘do 
pass." The bill at this stage stood in both 
houses with the recommendation that it ‘do 
pass,’ and I must say that for a few days, 
as the bill passed second reading in both 
houses in short order, I was very enthus- 
lartie and sanguine that the bill would go 
through; but the longer I stayed at the 
capital and saw all the many 
warring interests of hundreds of bills, 
the more I realized the almost 
sible problem of passing a bill that did 
or a pensing of pa e for 
the benefit of some or 
community.

ONLY A MULE. 


BUT HE IS KICKING UP A GREAT 
RACKET. 


The Humane Society Prosecuting a 
Case of Alleged Cruelty—The 
Best Way to Toughen Necks 

of Green 


Justice Owens’s court yesterday after- 
noon resembled a school for veterinary sci- 
ence. The trial of Joe Morrison, stable 
foreman for Ramish & Marsh, the grading 
and garbage contractors, for cruelty to 
mals, proved to be one of the most inter- 
esting cases that has engrossed the atten- 
thon of the court for many weeks. The at- 
mosphere of the courtroom had quite a 
horsey odor, owing to the large attendance 
of teamaters, horse-owners and horse doc- 
tors. A mass of testimony both for and 
against the defendant was given by all 
manner of experts, including policemen, 
newspaper reporters, teamsters. jockeys, 
veterinarians and humanitarians. While all 
this was in p the patient mule that 
all the trouble is about, stood out in front 
of the old city hall, brushing the flies off 
his sore shoulders and evidently enjoying 
his vacation. 

Asst. Dist.-Atty. James conducted the 
prosecution, and Will A. Harris, Bed. 
handled the defense. At Mr. James's el- 
bow eat Humane Officer D. 8. Hutchins, 
the instigator of the suit, are upon the 
successful prosecution of which largely de- 
pends his aphere of usefulness in this com- 
munity. Mr. Hutchins acted as agent ct 
the Humane Society for about five years at 
Portland, Or., during which time he pros- 
ecuted 212 cases of cruelty to animals, in 
the majority of which he came out victor, 
so he testified. The rules of the socicty 
have been rather laxly enforced in Los 
Angeles in the past, arrests and prosecu- 
tions being made only in the most aggra- 
vated cases. Mr. Hutchins, who became 
agent of the society here but a few months 
ago, started out by paying special atten- 
tion to the teams of contractors engaged ‘n 
grading, excavating and other heavy work. 
He claims to have warned all owners of 
such teams that he proposed to make regu- 
lar inspections, and would make trouble 
for any and all persons inflicting needless 
cruelty on animals worked by them. is 
interference has been resented by some of 
the contractors, who claim that their com 
mon sense and humane impulses are euf- 
ficient guaranty of p treatment of 
their animals. 

INTERESTED PARTIES. * 

The prosecution of the foreman a 
prominent firm like Ramish & Marsh by 
the new Humane Officer has, therefore, 
created no little excitement among horse- 
men, and the outcome of the suit, is 
fraught 1 importance to all par- 
ties concerned.

The ball was started rolling at 8 o’clock 
by Humane Officer Hutchins taking the 
stand and relating the condition he found 
the mule in last Monday forenoon and 
the circumstances of the arrest. Mr. 
Hutchins proved a cool and clear-headed 
witness. He described the condition of the 
animal’s neck and related how the sore 
had been doctored so as to look quite 
different a few hours afterward. He told 
how this could be done and claimed to be 
able to treat galled shoulders as well as 
any veterinary surgeon. 

EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

Dr. Ward B. Rowland of Pasadena, the 
county stock inspector and veterinary 
surgeon, testified to having examined 
the mule, at the request of Messrs. 
Ramish & Marsh, the day after the Hu- 
mane Officer took him out of the wagon. 
He described the wound as it appeared 
then and said he would consider it cruel 
to work an animal in such a condition 
without proper precautions to remove the 
pressure of the collar and the load on the 
sore spot.

PHOBNIX. May 20.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)

She hesitated about 
leaving the dressmaker's, as she did not 
desire Davis's company. “I'm not going 
with you,” ehe declared.

THE ASYLUM SEWAGE. 

The important sewage question of the 
Insane Asylum has been solved by the 
Board of Control.

The asylum inmates 
will also be worked on the improvements 
being made about the building, thus sav- 
ing $1000.

EARLY FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 

This week a carload of early apricots 
is in the course of loading for shipment 
to Chicago, or possibly New York. The 
fruit is being packed by C. B. Jeffries, 
of the National Fruit Assoclation, and ex- 
perienced in California shipments. Mr. 
Jeffries estimates somewhat as follows: 
As thé first apricots from California are 
not shipped until June 10, these should 
easily bring in Chicago $1.50 a crate or 
$1500. The expense of packing the car 
here will de 8300; freight will be $300 
more Extra charges for the use of the 
refrigerator car will be $100. The Chi- 
cago commission agent will have 7 per 
cent or about $100. This will leave $700 
met to the orchardist here for his car- 
load. This money he can have by wire, 
if he wishes, an hour after the sale is 
made in Chicago. As the 1000 crates hold 
about 11,000 pounds of the green fruit, the 
net price per pound which he will re- 
ceive after deducting all expense will be 
about 15 cents. Agent Jeffries sent yes- 
terday to Sacramento by express a sam- 
ple crate of apriccts of the Newcastle 
variety. If they compare favorably with 
the earliest California apricots, Pringles, 
in size and quality, he will proceed to 
arrange for other shipments. He will ship 
one car at least, taking the fruit from 
the Johnson ranch. Later in the season 
he intends to pack and ship many cars 
of Thompson seedless grapes. These are 
ready for shipment from here as early as 
June 25, while the earliest shipments from 
Fresno are made about ‘the first week in 
August. 

Several thousand dollars has been put 
ip circulation by the payment of the con- 
tractors of the Agua Fria dam and canal.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


Charles Marshall on Trial—Good 
Harvest—Brevities. 


RIVERSIDE, May 22.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The case of Charles Mar- 
shal, charged with the murder of Frank 
Hamilton and Albert Larson April 8 at 
San Jacinto, came up in the Superior 
Court before Judge Noyes this morning. 
The attendance, aside from the fifty tales- 
men drawn, from which the jury is to 
be selected, the judge, attorneys, reporters 
and accused, would be coveréd by twenty 
more. This is unusual in a murder trial 
in most cities in California, but may be ‘ 
taken rather as a compliment to the pe ple 
of Riverside than otherwise. One thing, 
they are too busy now, generally speak ng. 
to give to the trial were they so 
inclined. In fact there are few pecple 
here who idle their time away in court- 
rooms. t 

Marshall came into court leaning heav'ly 
upon the arm of Deputy Sheriff Dickson 
and apparently with tottering step, 
which apparent weakness might not, in 
the minds of some, be real, but as a sort 
of paving-the-way for the continuance 
soon to be pleaded by his attorneys. 

The State was-represented by Assistant 
District Attorney Crowe and Lawrence 
Middlecoff of San Jacinto, the latter beng 
retained by the Hamiltons, brothers of 
the murdered man. Col. Bledsoe and C. 
C. Haskell of San Bernardino appeared 
as defendant’s counsel. 

In support of a motion for a postpone- 
ment of the trial Attorney Bledsoe read 
an affidavit of the defendant to the effect 
| that he felt himself physically and men- 
tally unable to enter into the trial of 
the case at this time. He had suffered 
considerably with his wounded arm, in

mind was not in a condition to want 
to go to trial at this time. It is hardly 
expected that the mind of a man charged 
with willful murder, with the promise ot 
receiving the death sentence or impris- 
onment for life, would ever be in just 
the proper condition to want to go to 
trial. Under the circumstances the de- 
fendant, of course, excusablein making 
any plea for postponement, his attorneys 
well knowing that the farther away in 
time as well as distance, the trial is from 
the offense committed the more likelihood 
there is for saving their man. Prejudice 
dies out. 

Counter affidavits were presented by the 
State from Sherif? W. B. Johnson, Mar- 
shal F. P. Wilson and Dr. E. H. Way as 
to Marshall's mental ¢ondition. The two 
former affidavits were to the effect that 
Marshall was usually cheerful at the jail, 
always ready to crack jokes, and appar- 
ently in a sound state of mind, though 
suffering some from the wounded arm. 
Dr. Way’s affidavit was to the effect that 
the trial of the case at this time would 
result in no serious damage to the de- 
fendant because of his present phys cal 
and mental condition. He considered him 
compos mentis. 

Judge Noyes, after stating that the ma- 
terial affidavit was the one by Dr. Way. 
the defendant's physician, and would be 
considered by the court as sufficient, the 
others being also of sufficient importance 
as to be admitted, overruled the motion 
for a postponement. 

Two other affidavits were then ted 
by the defense and on them th

one McAllister, a witness 
for the defense, was sick with rheumatism 
at his home near San Jacinto and unable 
to attend the trial at this time, and the 
other was an affidavit of the defendant to 
the effect that McAllister was a ma- 
terial witness for him in that he was 
in the saloon at the time of the shooting 
and would testify that from what he 
heard the first shot fired came from the 
direction of the spot where the murdered 
man s 

The noon hour having arrived, Judge 
Noyes said he would take the sufficiency 
the affidavit under advisement until 
30 p.m. 
Upon convening court in the afternoon 
the judge announced Mat he would over- 
sule the motion, and the work of impan- 
eling a jury commenced. 

At the time this report closes but one 


juror had been secured out of a panel of 
twelve.

He said: “The working of all oils which 
are found in this section of the country, 
and of all which have an asphaitum 
base, and which are practically known as 
dead oils, is accompanied in the work- 
ing by a foul gas, which, up to the time 
of adopting the new process, was allowed 
to escape from the condensiug worm, into 
the open air, thereby causing the smells 
ani odors which were complained of, and 
uch caused the company to close down 
the works and to abate which no way 
had yot been found. By a series of ex- 
periments, and at a cost of considerable 
time and money, the new process was 
discovered, and is now being used in 
conjunction with the old process. In 
reining local oil the crude petroleum is 
fire: pumped into a tank, to allow all 


to settle, after which it is pumped into 
a still, end a very gentle fire started, till 
a heat of about 212 degs. Fahr. is 
produced, and which liberates or evapo- 
rates all water held in suspension. Tae 
heat is then slowly increased till at about 
700 degs., 
vaporized. The oll obtained at this 
stage, is suitable for use in stove-burners 
and gasoline engines, and it is. claimed 
that this oil contains more beating quali- 
ties than gasoline, at about one-fourth 
ths cyst. Having now odtained the 
lighter ol, the heat is again increased 
till 1200 degs. is reached, which causes 
the vaporization of all the heavier oils 
heft in the material. The olle obtained 
at from 700 to 1200 deg., referred to above, 
are suitable for lubricating purposes, but 
there being such a small demand here 
for this class of oil as a lubricant, it is 
converted into fuel and sold as such, All 
the above vapors pass out of the still 
through a goose-neck connected with it, 
passing through a series of pipes in a 
condensing box, which is kept full of fresh 
water from a water-tank, and which 
finishes the process of distillation. 
The liquid asphaltum, 
which is left in the Still, can de 
converted into any degree of hardness re- 
quired, after which the fires are shut off 
and the still allowed to cool off sufficiently 
to enable the asphaltum to be drawn off,. 
which is done through a heavy four-inch 
pipe, to the cooling kettle, after which it 
is packed into barrels. During the process 
the gases which nave accumulated and 
which were formerly allowed to escape into 
the air, and which caused the objections 
that were raised some weeks ago, are now 
conducted by means of pipes from the 
still to a gas tank buried in the ground, 
about fifty feet from the stil and from 
there conducted to the burners under the 
boilers and still, and used for fuel, by 
which means the saving to the company 
is about one-third, and the nuisance alto- 
gether abated.” 
BORING AT PICO HEIGHTS. 


Boring for off has been begun in the 
Pico Heights district. A derrick has been 
erected near D street, between Ninth and 
Tenth streets, and the borer is w at 
work. The result is being looked forward 
to with some interest, as a belief exists 
that the trend of the great oil belt is in the 

direction of Pico Heights. If a good flow 
chould be developed in the well now being 
bored. a number of other wells will be 
immediately sunk. The oil industry in 
this section is developing so rapidly that 
it is said to be attracting the attention of 
Eastern oi] men familiar with the great 
oil deposits of Pennsylvania and Ohio.
